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French Capture Towns 
in Corsica 


ASTIA, the German-occupied 
B port in Northern Corsica, has 
been made useless to the 
Germans by Allied air attacks, 
according to a French High Com- 
mand report last night. 

Shipping laden with material has 
been sunk, and several ammunition 
dumps and numerous tanks lying on 
the quayside have been destroyed. 
tail traffic from Bastia, near which 
[nited States Rangers are fighting, 
has been interrupted. 

The French communiqué stated :— 

‘Under pressure from Corsican 
patriots and regular French troops 
working in close collaboration, the 
Germans continued to withdraw to 
the north throughout Thursday, 
destroying stocks of material, roads, 
bridges and installations. 

“We occupied Bonifacio and 
Portovecchio. At Favone we carried 
out a very successful attack on the 
retreating Germans, inflicting heavy 
Josses. In the north of the island 
the Germans have abandoned Murato 
and the height of San Stephano, on 
the Murato-Bastia road. 


‘“ Raids carried out on Bastia have 
had particularly good results and it 
is now useless to the enemy. “Two 
ships loaded with war material and 
four barges have been sunk. Several 
ammunition dumps, and numerous 
tanks lying on the quayside awaiting 
embarkation have becn destroyed. 

“ Rail traffic from Bastia to the 
south is interrupted. French naval 
forces are playing an important part 
in the Corsican operations. Flights 
chosen from the French Air Force 
are also taking part in. the 
operations.”’ 

Allied Headquarters reports say the 
Germans are trying to extricate 
themselves from narrow footholds in 
Eastern Corsica in order to gain the 
Tuscan shore across 50 miles of sea. 

Beaufighter pilots on Thursday 
shot down seven big German trans- 
port ‘planes.

oblige parents, in violation of their 
conscience and lawful preference, to 
send their children to schools estab- 
lished by the State or to any parti- 
cular type of school designated by 
the State.” 

Mr. Shaw said that the School 
Attendance Act of 1926 must be 
read into or incorporated in the 
Constitution, which is the essence 
from which all law is derived. In 
support of his argument, he referred 
to a recent decision of the Supreme 
Court, which overruled the Act of 
1926. It was only in exceptional 
cases that the Court could inter- 
fere with the education of children 
by parents. 

The Justice, stating that he had 
looked up the authorities, and hav- 
ing quoted the County Court 
(Ireland) Act, 1887, said he was 
satisfied that the onus was on the 
parents to prove their ability to 
educate their children. 

Mrs. Hand, having given evidence 
that the child—aged six—could read 
and write—the Justice dismissed the 
summons.

Britain’s Part in War 
with Japan 


Colonel Frank Knox, United 
States Navy Secretary, stated at a 
Press conference in London yester- 
day that ‘‘uothing would more dis- 
turb American growing confidence 
in British relations than to have 
them feel that when Germany was 
disposed of the bulk of the job is 
done, and that you leave the rest 
to us. That must not happen, and 
it is up to the British Press to see 
that it does not happen.” 

British people must be as aware 
that the war in the Pacific was just 
as increasingly important to them as 
it was to’ Americans, and Americans 
should become increasingly con- 
cerned about the war in Europe. 

“The war is-essentially a naval 
war, and revolves on the breaking 
down of the Japanese and driving 
them back into their own islands, 
where they can be finally crushed. 
The fighting has been costly. Thank 
God, it has been more costly to the 
enemy than to us, but both sides 
have had significant losses.”’

358. 

The German News Agency stated 
last night:—‘‘The Salerno attack, 
started after intense artillery pre- 
paration, aimed at forcing a break- 
though into the plain of Naples. 

“Fighting was very heavy. No 
reports are available on its outcome. 
The attackers suffered considerable 
losses.’’ . 

The Agency added that the 
following Allied formations have 
been ddentified in Italy :—British: 
46th and 56th Infantry Divisions and 
201st Tank Brigade; American: 45th 
Infantry Division and 19ist Tank 
Brigade. ;

Work Costs 
£24,479 


During the iast twelve months the 
Catholic Social Service Conference 
spent £24,479 on the alleviation of 
suffering aud hardship among 
Dublin’s poor. 

It was revealed at the 
meeting of the Conference that, 
under its auspices, 27 food centres 
ave supplying 250,000 meals per 
month, or three million meals 3 
year; that 17 pre-natal centres aro 
supplying 480 expectant and nursing 
mothers with a substantial meal and 
a pint of milk daily; that 1,800 tons 
of turf have been purchased and 
transported for the poor, foe chari- 
table. institutions, and for the 
managers of primary schools for use 
in the schools; and that 14 first-aid 
centres have been established quite 
recently, and will be in. service 
shortly. In addition, the clothing 
section ot the Conference has distri. 
buted thousands of garments made 
by the guilds, and the Building 
Society has purchased 25 Holles 
row and reconstructed it into five 
flats, giving the Society an interest 
in six houses, or forty flats. 

The total income of the Conference 
for the year was £23,249, and out- 
goings left a debit balance of £1,248, 
which reduced the credit balance for 
last year from £2,362 to £1,114, 
Practically the whole of the :

coasts. Captain Sertorius also 
added that, in their Royal 
Navy, the British have a 
valuable instrument of invasion. 
The Allies now hold a line 
in Italy running broadly from a 
point north of Salerno right across 
the peninsula to Bari. The 
Germans occupy the mountainous 
country to the north of Salerno, 
and still are in a position to 
defend Naples against superior 
numbers, Marshal Kesselring has 
made the most of his recent oppor- 
tunities. He has brought substan- 
tial reinforcements from the 
north, and all the Allied 
bulletins admit that British and 
American progress is meeting with 
the most stubborn resistance. 
Much—indeed, one may say every- 
thingdepends on the intentions 
of the German General Staff. Does 
it mean to defend every inch of 
Italian soil, forcing the Allies to 
deploy large forces not only in the 
Naples area, but possibly at other 
points along the Tyrrhenian and 
Adriatic coasts, or will it, in pur- 
suit of a more prudent policy, 
confine its activities in the south 
to rearguard actions, postponing 
its main effort until the Allies 
reach the valley of the Po? 
Sardinia already has _ been 
evacuated by the Germans. It was 
announced yesterday that their 
troops were leaving Corsica and 
crossing to the Tuscan shore, and 
there can be no doubt at all that 
the Allied navies are in complete 
control of the Ligurian and 
Tyrrhenian Seas. If they contem- 
plate further landings this fact is 
of immense importance, par- 
ticularly since British and 
American naval strength is rein- 
forced by admitted superiority in 
the air. On paper, at least, the 
Allies are in an extremely power- 
ful position vis-a-vis Italy. Many 
of their military experts have 
criticised General Eisenhower for 
what they regard as undue caution 
in the mounting of his attack; 
but doubtless there are not only 
military, but political, factors 
which have dictated Allied 
strategy up to the present. Both 
the British and the Americans are 
anxious to spare the Italian 
people as much suffering as pos- 
sible; and it must be remembered 
that they, in the final analysis, 
are bound to be the chief sufferers. 
Marshal Badoglio’s Goverriment 
accepted the Anglo-American 
terms of ‘unconditional  sur- 
render.’’ Its subsequent attitude 
has placed Italy, for most 
practical purposes, on the side of 
the Allies; and, for that reason
